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Milwaukee's Real Disgrace!

fm AT A?, caught the dream of an old prostitute and crossed it 
I I with the fancy of a profewional gaml'.cr. Rcelicbub, the 

LhJ patron of thieves, exchanged the creation with a baby lying 
in a cradle in Darlington, Wisconsin. We will leave it to the 
imagination of our readers to guess who the changeling is? 
• • * • • 

The bribery, stealing and open debaucherv in Milwaukee was such 
that even some of the bribers could not stand it any longer. And 
the Social-Democrats by their constant agitation had sharpened pub- 
lie conscience. Public opinion compelled the district attorney about two 
and a half years ago-to ask the criminal court for a grand jury. Sinci- 
then reveral hundred indictments have been returned. Over a hundred 
city and county officials, all of them either Rose Democrats or Rose Re¬ 
publicans, have been indicted. They have been indicted for almost 
any crime that public officials could possibly commiL Some of those 
indictments came mighty close to Dare. They took his inspector of 
public buildings and former private secretary and sent him to 
the house of correction for a year and a half.' They found another 
member of the board of public works guilty of taking bribes. They in¬ 
dicted David’s president of the common council on twenty different 
charges. But they did not get the arch-grafter himself. And that is 
where they neglected a duty. No grand jury and no district attorney 
will ever haTe done its duty in Milwaukee until the arch-grafter gets 
ten years at hard labor in the penitentiary at Waupun. That is the 
least that must be done in order to appease the public conscience of 
the citizens of Milwaukee and in order to give a fair warning to all the 
smaller grafters in the beer town and in the surrounding villages. 

• • • • • 

But the fact that the grand jury has not “touched” him has made 
him bold. And the knowledge that his crooked town in Arizona is 
tumbling down, that the Twin Buttes are the original twins of his 
beautiful onyx mine, and that he wottld be compelled to go back to his 
little bankruptcy graft, has made him desperate. Therefore he must stay 
in office. Therefore he must denounce thecourts and the grand jury up¬ 
on every occasion. Therefore he must claim that the grand jury was 
called from political motives. 

And if so, what of it ? If it is made a point in politics to indict 
thieves and grafters then that, by the Almighty—that is good politics. 
'We commend it although we_ 4°,not belong to the party who is sup¬ 
posed to have used it for politic. The grand jury has done i- J 
work,-although Dave Rose is trying to hide behind the one mistake 
they made when they indicted Mr. Charles F. Pfister for stealing. Of 
course, everybody feels that Mr. Pfister never stole a cent, and that the 
charge, if one was to be made ought to read differently. 

But Rose tries to make out that he and Pfister are martyrs. 

In the first place Bose’s case and Pfister's case are entirely dif¬ 
ferent. 

Pfister is a capitalist and a corporation man. He has inherited n 
lot of money, part of which was invested in street car stock. As a 
capitalist he tried to increase his capital as much as possible and 
found that Boas and hi» crowd were balking him and were holding 
rat their hands. The rest everybody may well, tell himself. 

»• . Bat Pfister-had ast sheen elected by the people to any poritiesrof 
tr us t or profit. Pfister represented nobody but himself and hb capital. 

And if Pfister is a martvr, he is the martyr of his own money, 
of hb own capitalist methods. He does not ask for sympathy and he 
is wall able to take care of himaelf without it 
• • • • • 

The case of David 8. Rose is entirely different. He was elected 
the mayor of the city of Milwaukee. He waa elected to represent the 
interests of the oitisens of Milwaukee. He was elected on t platform 
of public ownership of public utilities. His pals, the Rose Demo¬ 
crats end the Bose Republicans, were elected for the same purpose and 
upon the same platform. Bose was not elected to enrich himself by 
every known form of graft nor were his accomplices in the public of¬ 
fices elected for that purpose. Now if Rose is a martyr then Richard 
Croker is one, and Born Tweed waa one. 

But martyr or not I will venture to say that Jeme James and Pat 
Ore we are gentlemen compared to either of them. Neither Jesse James 
nor Pot Crowe ever betrayed the confidence of people who trusted them. 
Neither Jeeee James nor Pat Crowe ever extorted from gambling hells 
end houses of ill-repute. 

• • • • • 

But the gas men are here this week. The American Qas Light 
Association have their outing and the mayor of Milwaukee, David S. 
Bose, thought that ft was his inning. He felt sure of a sympathetic, 
responsive audience when he spoke to the representatives of ^privately 
owned public utilities of America about grand juries. 

Dare said: 

“The fair name of Milwaukee has been disgraced before the world, 
her reputation has been traduced, and I appoint every member of this 
convention a committee of investigation to inquire and ascertain for 
themselves ip a spirit of frankness and justice, whether the reputation 
which we have gained Justly belongs to us.’ 

Just think of it, according to Dave, the fair name of Milwaukee 
is traduced when they indict criminals. If ibat is the case every 
time a common thief is tent to the house of correction or to the peni¬ 
tentiary thv “lair name of Milwaukee is traduced.” And Dave loses 
a refer and an adherent every time. 

Nor is this til. Bose appoints the representatives of the privately 
owned corporations to go out and hunt for grafter* during the two or 
three days that they tire here. In very much the same way up to two 
or three vec-a agoour ooontv board used to appoint the grand jurors. 
And in Pj*e - opinion the Milwaukee grafter* have nothing else to do 
than to confide all their doings to eTery stranger who happens to at¬ 
tend a convention here. He experts of course that they will make con¬ 
fidents of them in exactly the same way that he, David S. Bose, does. 
He did a great deal bette* when he assured them that this is a wide 
open town “where we feed beer to our babies.” Although I have never 
seen any beer fed to babies, it may be that Dave would feed beer to his 
if he were capable of having any.

Such b E-.id Rose, the onlv one of hb kind in the Ft' ;d States, 
because he beats all in craftiness, graftincss and nastiness. * 

[ And what are the elements of his strength ? That is easily told. 
To begin with be ha* with him every saloonkeeper who is not straight 
or who toeps women in hi* place. And every contractor who wants tn 
make money from the city, will work tooth and nail for Row. Every 
capitalist who is afraid that if he doesn’t hang on to our Dave he 
might hang separately, will stick to Rose. Every railroad and public 
service corporation is for Bore. All the voters whore votes can be , 
bought will be bought for Rose. All the voters; who cannot read or 
write will be eonnn-d for Rose. Some people who are dead or have 
moved away, or were never here at all, will be counted for Rose. Even 
grafter will fight for Bose. And 1*4, but not least, s great nomlwr of 
honest but poor and ignorant Poles, Italians, Syrians, Greeks, Slavo¬ 
nians and Bulgarians will think they must vote for Rose in order to 
bold • job digging sewers at two dollar* a day. 

But will the great mam of honest voters, workingmen and businem 
men, eswn though they may not be Social-DemocrabL «ie for Rose ?

More and more it becomes clear that it must be our own papers and onr own literature 
by which we must show the people what we are doing and what our principles mean aa applied to constructive 
municipal legislation. Therefore the imperative necessity of placing our press where it cannot be obstructed 
by capitalist business interests in the service of capitalist political interests. 

Comrades, let “a* all exert eveiy effort to accomplish the work we have outlined. Let the help* for the 
printing fund come in as rapidly as possible. Now is the time to do things. It is action we want, rather than 
theorizing, when capitalism and all its man-killing furies is to be put to rout.

No less a personage than Prof.] 
Henry Wade Rogers, dean of the 
Yale Law School, now declares that 
thi* nation i* tending toward mon¬ 
archy. Before a mass meeting of 
American citizens in classical Bos¬ 
ton, he solemnly declared that the 
lumic principles of the constitution 
had been violated in the rapid cen¬ 
tralization of governu.*nt in one 
man—the president—and that the 
accumulation of precedent* ia* sim¬ 
ilar to those upon which the fabric 
of Ceasarism was erected in the 
Roman republic. The president of 
the nation has become a majestic 
figure over whom congress has no 
control. A few steps farther wonld 
turn thi* country from its original 
plan. The criticism is in effect an 
attack on RooaTeltism and on Roose¬ 
velt, the man whose p.’r.tocratic na¬ 
ture is recently shown in the fact 
that his son has been quartered in 
the millionaire’s row of apartments 
at Harvard, the very college before 
which the president some months 
ago made a strong speech .n favor of 
simple living. 

Prof. Rogers says, among other 
things: 

“Ever ainee the Civil war there 
has been taking place in this coun¬ 
try a steady centralization of gov¬ 
ernment and a transformation in 
the political thinking of our people. 
The people of the United States 
have shown themselves unwilling to 
govern their conduct according to 
the basic principles upon which our 
institutions, state and national, 
were founded. 

<1 The principle which Lincoln de¬ 
clared would be 'in all coming days' 
a rebuke and a stumbling b'nck to 
the harbingers of reappearing tyran¬ 
ny and oppression, has, within forty 
voars of Lincoln's death, been dis¬ 
regarded by the party which be 
founded. 

“In place of the distrust with 
which the fathers looked upon ex¬ 
ecutive power, we find a disposition 
to resort to the president for relief 
in matters which are entirely out- 
aide his authority. An industrial 


cree righteous judgments from a bed 
of justice but as a powerful ruler 
whose wishes, like the command of 
an autocrat, are not lightly to be dis¬ 
regarded. 

We have seen a president, with 
the approval of the people, summon 
the representatives of labor and cap¬ 
ital to hi* council chamber and by 
bis great influence compel one side 
to submit to t commission named bv 
him the decision of question* which 
for month* they had resolutely de¬ 
clined to arbitrate, and which they 
deemed of vitnl importance to the 
industry in which they war* en- 

“In hia individual capacity the 
president was as powerless as other 
men to secure such a result Bnt aa 
president he was able to accomplish 
what no one else could do. 

“A few regarded hia action as a 
dangerous precedent They pointed 
ont that the influence he exercised 
was due to his position as president, 
and that in the exercise of it he waa 
controlled by no constitutional re¬ 
straint, and for the abuse of it he 
was answerable to no tribunal. 

“They said that by th* initiation 
and accumulation of precedent* like 
this the extra legal fabrio of Caesar* 
ism gradually was erected in the 
Roman republic, and that the non- 
statutory power of the prime min¬ 
ister silently grew up under tbs 
shadow of the British oonstitittiao. 

“A study of the legislation of Con¬ 
gress discloses a disposition on the 
part of that body to delegate to tha 
president powers of go rmr i i na at 
which the constitution never in¬ 
tended he ahonld exercise. 

a A me Tiber of the legal profes¬ 
sion not long ago doolared that a 
crisis was approaching in onr oon- 
stitutiona] evolution and that ww 
had entered upon a new era of po¬ 
litical development The election of 
1904, he rajoicod to declare *a re¬ 
markable popular interpretation of 
the constitution.'

to the fact that such leaders 
a? Mow* are of them, from them, 
and are pushed to the front by them, 
and that the only way under heaven 
to find a Moses is to make one, nnd 
that this making is the result < f tlie 
attitude of mind, the decided stand, 
and the action of the mass. 

There is another form that this 
old worn-out idea about , r eat men 
assumes. This form is the one pe¬ 
culiar to the religious mind and is 
usually stand in this way. (rod in 
his wisdom has raised up this or 
that great man to correct evils which 
had become so offensive that even 
Clod himself could stand them no 
longer. .Vow these same person* will 
argue at another time that man’s 
will is free, and therefore he is re¬ 
sponsible for all his acts; and yet 
they fail to see that tfe-sc two ideas 
am contradictory. / 

If God rui-'js up-certain men to 
accomplish certain things, certainly 
these men, at least, are not -free, for 
God has controlled them, because if 
He hud not controlled them they 
might have been as bad ns the oth¬ 
ers; and again they fail to nee Hint 
if God controlled these men He 
could have as easily controlled oth¬ 
ers, and thus prevented the evil in 
the first place. 

The fact is we are under law. 
Man is emerging from a stnte of 
ignorance, nnd unconscious control 
by his environment, to a state of 
light nnd conscious control of his 
environment, and the way for this 
control will lie paved by class con¬ 
flicts until the human family is eco¬ 
nomically free, that is, free in the 
things upon which life depends, 
then for the first time humanity will 
begin to consciously control its en¬ 
vironment, and to probe into the fu¬ 
ture. 

In this connection I quote from 
II. G. Wells* “The Discovery of the 
Future.” (See Smithsonian Report, 
1902, p. Btifi.) “Our thoughts, and

rook. And tlie more one inclines to 
"this trust in force* the more one 
will believe in the possibility of a 
reasoned inductive view of the future 
that will serve us in polities, in 
morals, in social contrivance-,, aud 
in a thousand spacioua ^rays." 

This now bri igs us to tlie point 
where we can state clearly our con¬ 
tention, and show the error of the 
opinion first mentioned. Nations 
are not made by one or more individ¬ 
uals. known as great men, who 
stamp their individuality upon the 
masses, and handle them as a jsitter 
would the impreftsiotiablo clay. Just 
*Ti:e opposite is true, the so-called 


tiemed by anv other power. Congress 
may pass, the president may assent 
to, and the Supreme court can de¬ 
clare such an act to be null aud 
void.” 

What is the most powerful instru¬ 
ment in the hands oif the employing 
class for the continuance of their 
rule of Subjection of the employed 

class ? 

To this question, no doubt, an in¬ 
finite variety of answers would be 
given bv tlie great army of the em¬ 
ployed in this country. On the cor¬ 
rectness of the answers would hinge 
the successor failure of-the working 
class to plan for their betterment. 
Can there be any question hut that 
the one great instrument for tlie suc¬ 
cess of the employing class is in its 
control of the courts. So little is 
this great [lower understood and so 
manifold are its ways of doing the 
will of its masters that the public 
mind is scarcely willing to accept the 
statement of tlie facts as above. 

legislators niav make the laws and 
they may make them in response to 
a demand of their constituents. They 
may bo good laws nnd may be hon¬ 
estly drawn and faithfully recorded. 
Their workings might lie ever so 
beneficent to the people for whom 
they were framed, but of what avail 
i* a law if some one man or some set 
of men may have the power to pass 
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in German history, as, for instance, 
J'rwWitk’ f he Groat. Bi.«marrk. 
Krtipp, Virchow, William 11, ami 
that these member* each read papers 
Kimvinp that-these, particular men 
made Germany what it has been

Now, why should anyone be so 
rude as eren to comment upon what 
Ihesc ladies thought or did in their 
cimple elub life?

Now let no one in igine that this 
view nullifies the contrition regard¬ 
ing the class eonflict.

In this couptn our officials, if 
they are wjajflceep iheir ears close 
to thoifffmnd, and v, henever popu¬ 
lar Sentiment is strong they begin 
to mike plans to sat -fy it, and be¬ 
sides,\ftlicy are no- wise they arc 
often Iodising forward to a re-elec¬ 
tion.

I’rior to No- 
venmher, 1896, go-, eminent rate 
making, government ownership, state 
nnd municipal nanigemcnt of in¬ 
dustries were eonsidi red subjects for 
simpletons to rogit.i'c upon, but no 
sane man had time for such foolish¬ 
ness. 

Who is there todir that will pub¬ 
lish his ignorance l>v saying that 
some one or a few great meu are 
responsible for the i hanged attitude 
of mind on these subjects? Wliat has 
made these went and radical 
changes in the mind- of officials and 
legislators? The counting of the 
votes in 1S9B, in )9<K), in 1904, and 
the principles for which these votes 
stood, explain the whole situation. 
During these years the rising tide of 
popular indignation had been no¬ 
ticed. Tim •ts&bservntive leaders 
fought it as long as they could, but 
at last they saw-that they would have 
to do something or see their organ¬ 
izations destroyed,, hut they waited 
too long, for thbir !u. ,r r?y rrt.s- 
iires will not save them because the 
Socialist party has already taken a 
place in American politics, and 
stands uncompromi-ingly for the 
working class, thus ngain establish¬ 
ing the fact of the class conflict in

Whit his fiuiii' thht'a great na¬ 
tion? PoTificel freedom; but this 
was not tile- thought of George III 
and the governing class of his time. 
What will make this a greater na¬ 
tion?

The name is unfortunate 
in that it seems to ally the doctrine 
with th > philosophy of materialism, 
the doc’rine “that matter is the only 
substan -e «nd that matter and its 
motions constitute the universe.” 
Marx's doctrine has, however, noth¬ 
ing to do with the claims of philo¬ 
sophic materialism as rgainst those 
of monism or of thetan. It is his¬ 
toric materialism as opposed to his¬ 
toric idealism, the latttr being the 
interpretation of historic phenomena 
A< the work of grent minds and 
powerful individualities, and carry¬ 
ing with it an exaggerated hero- 
worship. Historic materialism is 
concerned with the play of causes 
and effects among social phenomena, 
hut it does not touch the question of 
the pi imarv cause of the cosmic pro¬ 
cess. Theista, monists, agnostics and 
materialists may thus, in considering 
it. meet upon common ground. 

The economic interpretation of 
history is the doctrine that the rela¬ 
tions of men to one another in tae 
matter of making a living are the 
main underlying causes of men’s 
habits of thought and feeling, their 
notions of right, propriety and legal¬ 
ity, their institutions of society and 
government, their wars and revolu¬ 
tions. Under the stress of the eco¬ 
nomic motive men Seek to satisfy 
their needs; and to do this, through¬ 
out the period of the institution of 
private property, thev have had to 
compete with one another. In its
